ON LIGHT VERSE 


INTERESTING LECTURE BY | 
“MIR. W. KAY 


An interosting lecture on “Light 
Verso" was given by Mr. W. . Kay 
at a meeting of the Hongkong 
Univoralty Arts association Inst

“trom Mr, Kay's address; 


oan 


“Most of you were at one time 
keen studonts of ght .verso, 
although you were unaware of the 
fact. I sefer to your very young 
days whon you sang and shouted 
your Nuraory Rhymes: for these 
simplo lays.” of infancy are, the 
lightest af verse and conform to 
certain rulea demanded by that type 
of, writing, rules which I shall dis- 
cuss: Intor, These rhymes with 
thelr regular beat, thelr Ht and 
their rhyme, are more enaily ' re- 
membered than n simple prose 
paraphrase of the same would be, 
tnd little folk get as much fun re- 
peating them again and again as 
you do humming or whistling your 
favourite fox-trote and waltzes. 


“Now it scema to me n great pity 
that thia pleasure which the very 
young get from thesa meaningless 
hut musical rhymes is lost, or ot any 
rate, not developed, in Inter years. 
I may be wrong (and am willing to 
be corrected) when I any that be- 
tween the ages of ten and seven- 
teen (roughly) almost everyone 
loses the delight he or she once 
had in jingling lines and rhymea, 
und that after adolescence only a 
very fow recapture thut carly joy. 


“Tf wo.ane to draw a comparison 
betwoon light and serious verse, we 
might likon the graver pocms to 
what one finds in a well-ordered, 
enrefully tended garden where are 
to bo seen rare and gorgeous 
blooms, tho result of gonerat: 
of great horticultural akill, and 
light verse to what one finds in the 
by-patha of the garden, or out on 
the moors and heaths—wild flowers 
aweet blossoms, bright berries etc, 
One critic has likened the serious 
stuff to an magnificent and. awe. 
‘inspiring, thunder-storm and the 
lighter tritles to a flrework einplay 
‘whilé another uses majestic oll- 
paintings and, black-and-white 
sketches and cartoons in his com- 
parison. But none of — these 
paralicls are one hundred per cent 
correct. :

duced by pocts of recluse habits 
such as Milton and. Wordsworth, 
although Wordsworth: did writo ‘a 
few light ploces, and aven the sod- 
Hike Milton ‘descended. -from his 
Olympian helghts (in hfs under- 
graduate days, I admit) to write 
aumo witty Hnes on the death of a 
drunken Cambridge carrier. -As I 
have said before, Light Vorse Is 
usually tho offspring of men ‘and 
womon busily engaged in the affaira 
of the world but with a zest for 
feisured culture and, ow ear for 
words ‘and rhythm. Much of. our 
best Nght’ pleoea have been- thrown 
off by doctors and. Iowyers in thoir 
spare timo, men who make no claim 
to be poets, Their fancy and 
humour havo seized tipon ‘Incidonts 
and situations fitted .for poetic 
treatment, ‘and their ingenuity and 
wit have turned them into things 
of beauty. and laughter. It has’ 
beon said of greut pocts that they 
tuke the common ore of universal 
thought ‘nnd ‘transmuto it, by thelr 
genius, to fine gold: ‘we might say 
tho same of many of our best light 
versifiers, only we would © sub- 
stitute the word ‘silver’. for ‘gold.’ 
Frederick Locker, a very skilful 
writer of Light Verne, has Inid 
down certain, rules concerning thin 
kind of composition. Herd they 
are, slightly: abbreviated: ‘ 


“Light lyrical verso should po 
short, clegant, refined and fanciful, 
not seldom distinguished — by 
chnsatencd . sentiment, and often 
playful.. The tone should not be 
pitched high, and it should be 
Idlomatic, the ta erlsp and 
sparkling, the rhyme frequent and 
never forced, whilo.the entire poem 
should be marked by tasteful 
moderation, high finish and com- 
pletencss. Ench piece cannot be 
expected to exhibit nll these 
characteriatics, but the qualities of 
brevity oid buoyancy fro, esaenttal, 


"It should also have an alr of 
being spontancous: Indeed, to write 
it well, it is a dificult achlevement 
and no one has succeeded in it 
without possessing o certain gift 
of irony, which is a rarer quality 
that humour or even wit. The 
poem mhy bo gay und gallant, it 
may’ be .playfully malleidus or 
tenderly fronical, ft may display 
Nvely.. banter and {ft > may be 
satirically facetious, but it must 
never be heavy.” 


‘Mr. Kay then gave an example of 
Mr. Locker'’s own light verse.

-been more or less taboo in English 
Light: Verse. Many of our Mght 
veraifiers {n England and Amorica 
hive not hesitated to use this play 
on words and the greatest of all 
who. have committed this cfime {a 
undoubtedly Thomas Hood." - 


‘. Aftor.-dealing with some - of 
Thomns Hood's works in light verso, 
the lecturer continued: : 


“Another form of Nght verse very 
popular with ‘ young writera = is 
known a3 Parody. A Parody 1s an 
imitation, usually humorous or 
antirical, or some well-known poem, 
To parody well is not so simple as 
many young veralflérs thinks Jn 
far.too many parodies, the correct 
atmosphere or aura is . missing: 
The pnrodist must have a good car 
and should know extremely well, 


not only the poem he is burlesque | 


ing, but also others by.the samo 
author. In English we have dozens 
of really good parodies and aun- 
dreds of mediocre ones. 
we miss ninety per cent of the force 
of a parody if we aro not acquuint- 
ed with the original poem. Then 
many parodies are about aventy of 
the time. The best parodists in 
English are Hogg,  Coleridgo, 
Calverley, A.C. Hilton, Swinburne 
and Sir Owen’ Seaman”. 


Tho speaker thon gavo some cx- 
amples of parody from Mangin, 
Moore, Coloridge and othera, 


In concluding ‘the lecturer anid: 
“Light verse not only: in the rend- 
ing but ulso in the mnking should 
interest you scholars, Many of you 
will say you'd Hke to try but can- 
not find a subject. My advice to 
you Js to begin by translating Into 
English verse some of your 
favourite Chincso poems, There 
you have an exceedingly rich mine 
of imagery and thought exquisitely 
expressed in your own Innguage: 
and what better mental exercise 
could you get than trying to give 
ua these beauties in dainty English 
Ines.” ‘

Every now and again, surprise 
is expressed locally at the fact 
that deaths from other than 
natural causes are not always 
the subject of official investiga- 
tion in the Coroner's Court. 
Case after case is reported in 


‘|which death has been duc to 


violence, accident, or some other 
unusual circumstance, but, so 
far as the public is aware, no 
inquiry whatever appears to ba 
held. It would, however, be 
acarcely right to state that ‘the- 
circumstances. surrounding tha 
death are not looked into—they 
are; but only privately, and upon 
the material with which he is 
supplied the Magistrate, in the 
capacity of Coroner, decides 
whether or not a regular inquest 
ghall'be held, Prior to 1888, the 
Government ‘establishment in- 
cluded an official who waa 
specifically a Coroner, but in 
‘that year the office was abolished 
and the duties were transferred 
to Magistrates. Why the change 
wag made we cannot say off- 
hand, possibly because in those 
daya there were not sufficient 
enses to warrant the employment 
of a full-time official. Be that 
as it may, the fact remains that 
in cases of sudden death, or 
where death has been due to ac- 
cident or violence, or has 
occurred under suspicious cir- 
cumstances, the Magistrate has 
an absolute right to determine 
whether or not an inquest is 
necessary. This is in  dirtct 
contrast with ,the practice in 
England, where in every auch 
ease 8. Coroner's inquiry is pub- 
licly held. The only discretion 
left to the Coroner at Home is 
whether he shall sit with or 
without a jury, and we believe 
we are right in saying that even 
that discretion {is limited in 
scope. So.far as Hongkong is 
concerned, a strong, feeling pre- 
vaila that the Magistrate, in his 
role of Coroner, is permitted far 
feo much Jatitude in deciding 
when there shall or shall not be 
a public inquiry. Certainly in 
all fatal accidents, deaths under 
suspicfous circumstances or by 
violence, an ‘inquest should 
automatically’ be held. A: full 
public inquiry in. such instances 
would almost cortainly produce 
far more evidence than could. be,

Tho warning had an unfamiliar 
note of sharp reality, Ever’ since 
Twas a boy I have listened to 
speeches which ended. in com- 
monplace perorations about liberty 
and tho Importanco of preserving 
the sacred cause from the assaults 
of wicked’ men, Such remarks 
seemed o8 remote and as -undis- 
‘turbing us inquiries into the men- 
ace of an earthquake in Pimlico, 

Now, when I hear Hitler praised 
us a great national leader, and 
shallow-pated talc about the need 
for a stromg dose of Hitlerism in 
this country, 1 wonder how much 
persons who talk.in that way ronl- 
ly know either of the meaning of 
Hitlorism or of. the meaning of 
their own. liberty. 2 

The very people who grow sentl- 
mental (and think they are being, 
forthright and manly) on tho 
subjoct of a Hitlor for the English 
‘are often the people who cheer 
loudest when news films in the 
picture palaces, after presenting 
a few characteristic scenca ' of 
revolutionary violence abroad, 
point the contrast at the end with 
an idyllic view of our peaceful 
English countryside. * 

What ia this thing which is 
vaguely called liberty and of 
which after long uaago we are al- 
most os unconscious as of the air 
we breathe? In 1793 Thomas 
Palne phrased it, very simply in 
his declaration of rights when he 
said: “Liberty consists in tho 
right to do whatever is not con- 
trary to the rights of othera.” 
These are elementary sanctions. 
Under their protection we, in 
[England can go about our busi- 
ness without let or hindrance. 

We can freely make known our 
thoughts and opinions elther at 
the street corner or in print. 

We can worship what God we 
like or none. 

If we are legally wronged we 
may invoke the law against the 
highest in the land. 

No person snd no minion of the 
Jaw can oppress us with impunity. 

We may not be sued, accused 
or detained save in cases deter- 
mined by the law and in accord- 
forms prescribed 
by it. 

The law itself is enacted by a 
Parliament which we elect; and 
if at-any time Parliament does 
things) of which we disapprove 
we are free to elect- another 
Parliament if we can -persunde 2 
sufficient number of other free 
citizens to accept our ‘freely- 
expressed point of view. . 

A bricf list of very homely 
rights. Yet they comprehend al- 
most all that is worth while, 
apart from food and drink, to all 
-civilised:-beings.—-For -my--part-1 
would rather loso life itself than 
Jose these Hberties; and millions 
of other Englishmen, confronted 
avith the naked choice, would 
never hesitate. f 

As individuals we should be 
doprived of them If we lived in 
Germany, in Russia, in Italy, in 
Austria, in Turkey, or, in any onc 
of half a dozen other countrics 
now enjoying those material bles- 
singa ao clearly visible from hotel 
windows by hospitably ‘received 
visitors happy in tho security of 
their British passports. 

Robbed by force of the common 
forma of ‘iberty, Great Britain 
might for a time remain peaceful, 
though I doubt it. :
